With 
its passing at midnight 230 lines 
V. hich had been merged into prac- 
tically one gigantic system, again 
Avent under control of private in- 
terests, free to operate in compe- 
tition as of old. The tra.nsfer 
was without incident and there 
v.Tis nothing to indicate to the 
traveling public there had been a 
change. 

The railroads were notified to- 
day by the Interetate Commerce 
Commission of the new ])owers 
delegated to that body and the 
rights and privileges accorded the 
carriers by the new railroad law. 
The commission explained that 
the provisions of the law against 
rate reductions prior tX» Sejitem- 
ber 1st, w ithout the commission's

of at least 25 cents on the $KKJ 
of i)roperty for school ])urposes. 

There are a number of other 
measures for the good of Ken-i 
tucky's schools, some of which 
arie as yet not acted upon, but 
these four now ready for the gov- 
ernor's signature, are the most 
important and the campaign for 
reorganization of the state educa- 
tional system can be considered a 
success.

two of them had to be destroyed- 1

disease not known to exist in tin's | 
country. Tlie (jthcr had try- ' 
ponosomiasis. an infection^ l;!ood 
disease, akin to rlourine, tliat is 
more or less j.revalent in North- 
ern Africa and Southern l*Lnro])e. 
If the (juarantine had not been 
established and these horses had 
been allowed to go free i!i tlie ^ 
United States, they very prol)-vl>ly| 
would have been the means of | 
spreading the diseases to such an ; 
jextent tliat it would have l)eenj 
necessary to spend many thous- 1 
mds of dollars to eradicate the | 
maladies, if possible of eradica- ! 
tion at all. I
